applicant is to becom e a subject. 
The application must be signed by 
two British householders for filing 
with tin* home office, which has the 
final say.

from east to west, a wide boulevard with 
am ple and separate avenues for travel in 
each 
direction, and 
with 
absolutely 
no 
crossings at grade. Such a highway would 
t r a v e r s e 
the open country, entering no 
com munities w hatever and serving the la t­ 


t e r by m eans of over or under-passes. 
The Ohio Legislature is the latest to 
bring forw ard a superhighway resolution. 
which calls for a principal pike originating 
near 
Boston 
and 
extending 
westerly 
th ro u g h points north of New 
'York < ity 
and south of Cleveland, and thence w est­ 
e r l y to the neighborhood of San Francisco. 
Branch highways would extend from the 
North Atlantic seaboard to Miami, from 
Lake Erie to the Cult' of Mexico, and from 
Minnesota to Texas.

county, there are about eight h u n d red Iii 
diatis. who eke out a m eager existence bv 
a tte m p tin g to till poor lands, and working 
in the woods and mills. 
The most 
serious problem 
ap p e ars to 
exist am ong the Indians, who left tho r e s ­ 
ervations and censed to be wards of I m b 
Sam. 
Manx of the m have long since lost 
through 
foreclosure 
or sale tho lands 
which they were given In the governm ent. 
As a consequence, a largo percenta ge of 
them have been tak en care of by the relief 
agencies. 
In th*1 South west .many of th** Indians 
earn their livelihoods by m a k in g baskets, 
pottery, beads and other trin k e ts for the 
tourists, who visit that region.
